self. in the same fashion as a civilian 
wandering on a land battlefield, to the 
risk of being struck by a chance shot.

GT since the pleistocene age 
has cave dwelling been so gen­ 
eral In Europe as today. There 
ore hundreds of thousands of 
men, on and off the tiring line, who 
burrow* Into the earth for shelter from 
the enem y’s fire and the w eather’s In 
clemency. 
Vast underground cities have been 
built. 
In Galicia a new spaper corre­ 
spondent saw a lull which had five 
tiers of eaves, In rows of forty each. 
The entire establishm ent sheltered 2,500 
men. 
T he mon In their letters w rite of 
their caves w ith os much feeling as 
they would of home. 
Though snow’ 
and rain beat down without, the winds 
boud and great guns boom, the cave Is 
alw ays snug and warm, especially lf 
It has been possible to g ather enough 
straw for the floor and bed. 
A letter from tho front from a G er­ 
man captain, who is terse and laconic, 
says of trench life: 
“ We are as w et as young dogs, as 
dirty os strine, hairy as monkeys and 
keep singing w ith Hie enemy 820 feet 
awny. 
We live In caves, which are 
now and then destroyed by shells of 
the enemy. 
When that happens we 
crawl out like so many rabbits and 
continue to live on pigs, steers, hens, 
goulash and rice. 
We cu t our hair 
stair fashioned, write by light of can­ 
dles, upon which we do the cooking at 
the sam e time. 
‘‘W e are now our own antediluvian 
a hee* to rs and gladly anticipate a bay­ 
onet attack for the relief it gives us 
(brough a change of air.”

The heart of a warship is the control 
room, deep dow n under the deck , situ 
at« « d aft, 
usually 
abaft 
the second 
funnel. 
Even on hig fighting ships the heart 
is small. 
Generally it is only ton feet 
by six, and is almost noise proof and 
eerily quiet. 
It Is really a steel vault, 
entered by a door not unlik e the door 
of a burglar proof safe. 
From floor to celling the walls are 
lined with dials, wires, gauges, electric 
bells, speak ing tubes, sw itches and a 
great amount of other apparatus which 
k eeps the com m ander Inconstant touch 
with every corner of the ship. 
It Is 
the most wonderful and the most fear 
fill room on earth or sea. 
It is a fortress within a fortress, a 
steel cell within the steel walls of the 
lighting engine. 
To be in the control room during ac­ 
tive service is to feel lik e being in a 
vault with the door lock ed on the out* 
slde. 
This little com partm ent, which 
visitors seldom see. will k eep alive ns 
long as there is a living soul on board 
able tq hear and answ er a «‘all. 
It is through tho control room that 
the com m ander issues his instructions, 
observes and notes how the battle is 
going, cads the gun crews from place 
to place, directs tho engineets, steers 
the whole fabric and supervises every­ 
thing. 
lf a subm arine Is seen in any 
direction it is through the control room 
that It Is reported. 
A little bell rings, a voice far away 
speaks, "Subm arine on the port bow, 
sir. tw o leagues off.’’ 
In an instant 
the answer thrills the 
gun crews: 
" ’Ware submarine on the 
port bow; 
enemy ’s craft. 
Ready 1" 
The gunners 
hav e been ready for some time, and 
when the chief gunner has "laid" the 
gun to his satisfaction bang goes a 
message the enemy will not forget if it 
hits him. 
lf a gun has to cease tire the order 
comes through the control room, 
lf 
the enemy lauds u shell on deck or 
any where in the warship the, doctors 


are notified that they are w anted at 
tha t spot almost as soon as the men 
have fallen.
